Contrary to applicant's remarks (page 3) filed August 08. 2005. Laudon et al. not only teach that each of the address and 
control buffers 214. 216 addresses both the left and riqh sides of the DIMM, but col. 8, lines 10 - 13 also teach "alternatively, 
buffer 214 may be configured to buffer signals only for bank portion 210. and buffer 216 may be configured to buffer signal for 
bank portion 212." Therefore, with the possibility of parts re-arrangement where bank portions 210 and 212 each on one lateral 
portion of the DIMM, which is considered obvious to one of routine skilled in the art: clearly, each of buffers 214 and 216 would 
then be addressing the identical integrated circuits located on one lateral portion of the DIMM and not addressing the other 
lateral portion of the DIMM, according to the above cited passage, which is what is claimed.
